The legend is ’-The State 
of South Carolina - January 1866 - There is due by the 
State of South Carolina to the bearer $5.00 receivable 
in payment of taxes and on dues to the state - issued 
under Act December 186 $.° Signature space i3 provided 
for the comptroller and the treasurer. The $5*00 is a 
two color presentation and the price is written on the 
back as "I10$0 in this tyle for 10^000 sheets h on a sheet 
being 2 of the. 6$.00 and 2 of the $10.00." On the back 
of the $10.00 note, which is in black only, the same langu¬ 
age is used but the price is $75>0.00. You might wish to 
make mention of these in subsequent installments of your 
article•
